been a number of pontoon bridges 
thrown across the river. There are 
three of these within the space of a 
mile, and as the river is crowded with 
junks and towboats snme conflict naa 
been, the result.

French bridge ankl twice, trouble has 
resulted between French guards and 
American sentries on boats.

.yesterday Secretary Hay re- 


ported progress in the Chinese negotia- 
tion!, including a statement of the terms 
proposed by China herself for the pun- 
iehmentef the persona guilty of the out- 
rages last fummer, but the text of the 
note and of our answer will be kept pri- 
vate for some time. 


The state department has not heard 


from Minister Conger for four days, but 
bis last report, taken In connection with 
the department's ample instructions, 
warrant confirming the Pekln view that 
the end of consultation is in sight. 
It 


is a matter of surprise that the ministers 
have not completed their program al- 
ready, for Minister Conger, so far from 
being an obstructionist, a* is the Eu- 
ropean impression, is working zealously 
to hurry the negotiations to a finish. 
This has involved sowe sacrifice on the 
part of the United States, yet, in the in- 
terest of concerted action and harmony, 
these sacrifices have be«n deemed neces- 
sary. 


It cannot be concealed, however, that 


disapproval Is entertained of the atti- 
tude of the German military commander 
in China, and though our government has 
not protested against the punitive expe- 
dition*, which it regards as ingeniously 
calculated to cause fresh outbreaks 
among the Chinese, it fears the results. 


There is no hesitation in energetically 


denying the European implication that 
the United States is moved in this by 
sentimental or unbusinesslike considera- 
tions. 
It is pointed out that, while 


sentiment is on our side, It Is accom- 
panied by the groundless business con- 
siderations. 
The animating purpose of 


the state department now is to prevent 
the destruction of Chinese integrity up- 
on pretexts; to maintain the open door 
for which our government ha» contended, 
and to secure indemnities for the past 
and guarantee! for the future. 


It is fell" that these objects can be se- 


cured without breaking the Implied truca 
entered into between the ministers and 
Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching, but 
the conclusion of the ministers' councils 
at Pekin is awaited w..hsome anxiety. 


Advices other than those to the state 


department, and yet official, strongly de- 
ny the statements In the foreign press 
that American prestige in China has been 
seriously injured by the failure of the 
Vnited States to join in the punitive ex- 
pedition against Paotln*. These advices 
come from the most influential Chinese 
sources, and they are agreed In stating 
that American prestige ha* been greatly 
advanced in Chtea. by the moderate and 
humane eourse ef the dnited States. 


Minister TVu hM received from Di- 


reotor General Sh*ng the following cable- 
gram, whieh he communicated to Secre- 
tary Hay: 


"Aj» imperlsJ decree of Nov. 13 deprives 


prtnee Tuan an* Prince Chwang of thei$ 
ranks an* offices, and orders them to be 
Imprisoned for life; Prince Yih and Sec- 
ondary Pnlivee Ting to be imprisoned: 
Becondary Prince Lien to b« deprived of 
his rank; Duke Lan and Ting Nien to b? 
degraded in rank; Kang Yi, being dead, 
no penalty can be imposed upon him, and 
CHae Shu Chia to be degraded but re- 
tained In o!Ket, and Tu Hsien to be ex- 
iled to the farthest boundary."

the decision reached, 
Porter, 


chained to a railroad rail set firmly in 
the ground on the exact spot where his 
crime was committed, last evening paid 
a terrible penalty for his deed. 


The train bearing the negro in custody 


of Sheriff Freeman and his deputies ar- 
rived at Limon at 3:45 p. m. The cars 
wsre crowded with newspaper reporters 
and people who were curious to see the 
negro executed. When the train stopped 
16 men, who had been selected by tha 
vigilance committee, entered the trait* 
and demanded the prisoner from 
the 


sheriff. 
The officer asked the men to 


allow him to take his prisoner to tha 
county jail at Hugo, but his protests 
were disregarded. 


It was at first announced that the ne- 


gro was to be executed by hanging. 
Many prot^ted that such a death would 
be too easy, and It was finally decided to 
leave the method" of death to the out- 
raged father. 
He decided upon burn- 


ing at the stake. 
The train was then 


a.liowed to proceed and at Lake station 
the party left the train and began pre- 
parations for the deed of vengeance. 


Wagons were dispatched for wood, 


and upon their return a score of men 
assisted in preparing it for the flre. 
When at last preparations were com- 
pleted a, further delay was made because 
It was known many were on their way 
from Hugo and other parts of the county 
to take part in the affair.

It was 6:23 o'clock when the father of 


the raurdared girl touched the match to 
the fuel piled around the stake, and 20 
minutes later a laat convulsive shuddar 
told that Ufa was extinct, 
"What agony 


the doomed boy suffered whHe the flames 
shriveled up his flesh could only ba 
guessed from tha terrible contortions of 
his face, and the cries he gave from tima 
to time. 


Preston Porter did not seem to realise 


the awful punishment he was dsstinad 
to undergo. 
As he had exhibited in- 


difference to the enormity of his crime, 
so he stained to laek all understanding 
of its terrible consequences. 


When everything was ready he walked 


to the stzllce with a firm step, pausing as 
he reached the circle of broken boards, to 
kneel to prayer. He was allowsd to take 
his time. He arose and placed his back 
to the iron stake, and half a dosea men 
•wound chains around his body and limbs. 
Kerosene oil was applied to the wood, 
and, after a brief pause, Richard Frost, 
the father ef Louise Frost, applied a 
match. 


For a moment but a little flickering 


flams arose, then the oil blazed up, ssparks 
Hew Into'the -air, and the- wood began to 
chaekle. 
Almost instantly the ne*ro's 


trousers eaught are. 
Even though the 


flesh must have been scorched, he SS4 not 
utter a sound. 
The flames crept sletvly 


upward on his clothing, the sparks flew 
up in clouds of pale smoke.

turned hie hsad and a frightful expres- 
sion changed hi« face. 
"With a suddan 


convulsive tujrying hs stretched his head 
as far from the rapidly increasing flames 
as possible aad uttered a cry of pain. 


"Oh, my God, let me go, men.

Oh, my God, my Cr»d." 


In terrible screeches these words, the 


first he had uttered aloud, came from the 
negro. A terrible ttiffaring at the chain*, 
a succession of awful groans and 
ecreams, the n«sro's agony was at last 
breaking down his sullen composure. He 
begged and pleaded to be shot. Suddenly 
the rope holding his hands burned 
through- 
Then arms, head and shoul- 


ders slipped through the chains. For an 
Instant the bady stood erect, the arms 
were raised In supplication while burn- 
Ing pieces of clothing dropped from them. 


The body then fell away from the fire, 


the head lower than the feet, still fas- 
tened to the rail. The body was then in 
Euch a position that only the legs were in 
the fire. 


The cries of the wretch were redoubled 


and he ag-ain begged to be shot. Some 
wanted to throw him over into the flre, 
others tried to dash upon him.

were carried and a large pile made over 
the prostrate body.

Ignited and the terrible heat and lack of 
air quietly rendered the victim uncon- 
scious, bringing death in a few minutes. 
This terribl* ceremony, out upon the roll- 
ing prairio, concluded the second tragedy 
upon that spot, the terrible avenging ot 
the firit. 


Throughout the affair but little was 


said.

THE AGE OF THIRTY-SEVEN. 


It HM Bee* ratal to Mamy of tbe 


WorU'B Greatest M«». 


The age of 37 is a particularly fatal 


age. An oraminaflon ef the reports of 
the United Btates government shows that 
more people «e at that age than any 
other after attaiaias their majority. It 
is also ascertained that Mere misfortunes 
overtake pencil at that age than -at any 
other time In their lives and tkat few 
fortunate events befall them. 


An examination *f history develops the 


same thiag. At the age of 37 a great 
sorrow befell Aristotle, the death of Pla- 
to, his friend aad teacher, with whom he 
had studied fer mesrly 80 years. This 
sorrow plai*ly shewed it« effects upon his 
fnture lifev sad to it may be attributed' 
the sad tone ot his later writings. . 


It was at the age ef 87 that Lord By- 


ron died «f ferer in Greece. 
As Lord 


Beaeonsfield Bays, he was "greater as a 
man than a* a writer, sad his loss to the 
world wa« a great bi«w to it." 


Kaphael, the glery of Italian art, died 


at 37. He fell sick a week before his 
birthday of cold and fever and died on 
that day, Good Friday. In him the world 
lost one of its greatest artists. 
I» mmie, like art and poetry, England 


lost her greatest eompoier at the age of 
87. Purcell, the most distinguished mu- 
eician Britain produced, died within a 
few days after attaining his thirty-sev- 
enth year. The regard in which he was 
held in En^Jand placed him on a par 
with Milton in epic poetry, with Shakes- 
peare on the stage, Locke in metaphys- 
ics and Sir Isaac Newton in philosophy 
and mathematics. 


It was at the age of 37, too, that Eng- 


land lost a military genius that she re- 
garded as of the highest rank and prom- 
ise. Prince Henry of Battenberg died of 
fever in Ashanti in that year of his life. 


Pascal, too, diad fit 37, but why seek 


more illustrations? These are sufficient 
to illustrate the fatality of the age among 
geniuses. Where death failed misfortune 
often befell. 


So the age of 37 may be regarded as 


the fatal age of all those after a man 
passes his majority.—Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


Cobra'i Fatal Bite. 


'One of the deadliest snakes in India is 


the cobra, which claims hundreds of vic- 
tims every year. General Campbell once 
saw one bite n fowl, and, bpins curious to 
learn how long the venom took to act, he 
timed it with his watch. The moment 
the cock was touched it screamed, but at 
once ran eff to iti mates and began pick- 
ins a« if nothing were wrong. In 30 «ec- 
onds the comb and wattles changed from 
red to black. IB two minntes it begaa to 
stagger and fell down in conrul»ions, 
struggling violently until it died three 
minutes and a half after it had bean bit- 
ten. On plucking the fowl a wound net 
bigger than a pin prick was found at the 
extreme end of the wing.

wattles, wai ef a natural color,—Minne- 
apolis Journal.

Into Tibet. 


Mount Everest, the highest mountain 


in the world, presents to the adventurous 
explorer the same fascination as the 
north pole. No one has ever reached the 
mm re it of this pinnacle of the earth, but 
mountain climbers constantly are tiyins 
to do so. To reach the eastern side of Ev- 
erest, the side from which the ascent is 
most feasible, the explorer has to pass 
into Tibetan territory. 
This may be 


done with perfect safety, as the Tibet- 
ans have come to the conclusion that any 
one who would risk his life to try to 
rearh a place where it must of necessity 
be exceedingly uncomfortable must bo 
crazy. As crazy men are regarded as 
holy men in Tibet, the mountain climb- 
ers ar» permitted to pass through Ti- 
betan territory unmolested, receiving, on 
the coatrary, many marks of respect from 
the natives.

between 800 and 1000 cais of eastward- 
bound freight daily, and about 25,000

NEXT OLYMPIAD GAMES. 


F»vor«d For tU« Meeting of 


World's Champion* In 1004. 


Baron Pierre de Courbertln, the re- 


viver of the Olympian games, told the 
Paris corr«»p<>ndent of the New York 
Sun that the board recently voted to 
bold the next quadrennial meeting in 
1004 in the United States. New York 
Rod Chicago are the candidates for the 
honors «f thus receiving the world's 
athletes, and the committee IB waiting 
to see which city offers the more in- 
ducements before deciding definitely. 


Baron de Courbertln lias received 


from President Harper of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago an important letter 
which evidently makes the baron feel 
In favor of Chicago, and his wishes 
have such weight that It ts perhaps not 
too bold even now to predict that the 
meeting will take place in Chicago. 


The fact that President Harper baa 


started the ball rolling to secure for 
Chicago the Olympian games of 1904 
will no doubt come as a surprise to the 
majority of those Interested in interna- 
tional sports. It is said that Dr. Har- 
per Intends to entertain the athletes on 
the finest field in the -world. The in- 
door games, should it be necessary to 
hold any under roof, will take place in 
the gymnasium. 


It is asserted that plans have already 


been set on foot at the university to 
have Marshall field rushed- to comple- 
tion. It is intended to include the two 
blocks now inclosed into one field, with 
a high ornamental fence surrounding 
all. A running track will circle the 
field, and on the Inside will be separate 
places for football, baseball and tennis. 
The gymnasium will be built on the 
corner of Lexington avenue and Fifty- 
seventh street. Should it be decided to 
hold the games at Chicago it is part of 
the plans to dedicate the field and per- 
haps the gymnasium with the interna- 
tional contests. Every energy will be 
bent toward the consummation of the 
plan. 


Before the Olympian games last sum- 


mer at Paris several of the French 
commissioners of their own accord pro- 
posed to have the next meet in Amer- 
ica, and Chicago, New York and Phila- 
delphia -were mentioned, -with the ma- 
jority to favor of the western metropo- 
lis.

REPORT ON THREE INQUESTS , 


No Inquest to Be Held in Ca«e of Mrs. 


Henry Benton 


Judge C. T. Phelps of this city filed 


with the clerk of the superior court 
yesterday a report of hla findings on 
the three local inquests recently held 
by him In this district court. 


In the case of Abram. the Infant son 


of Mr. and Mrs. Morris Kalliner, who 
died August 8, he finds that the child 
died from circumcision, an operation 
performed by Rabbi Julius H. Bloch. 
It appears that a hemorrhage followed, 
which was finally stopped by the physi- 
cian. Judge Phelps finlds that the child 
died the following day as a result of 
the circumcision. 


Th& next report Is in regard to the 


case of an unknown man, who was 
found dead and badly mangled in! the 
Hoo»iao tunwl, Sept. 15. It is supposed 
according to .the judge's report, that 
the man was Ernest August Henri Ber- 
ghous and the cause of death is un- 
known, but he was probably struck by 
a traint 


The third case is that of Louis, the 


seven-years-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Angelo Marani, who was killed by the 
cans, while picking up coal in the 
^freight yard in this city, and the rail- 
road company is exonerated. 


There will be no inquest held on the 


death of Mrs. Henry Benton, who was 
found defflrt in the woods near the fish 
pond on the morning of September 26. 
The report of the medical examiner has 
been made to the district court, and is 
held to be sufficient Ih the case. The 
belief is that death was not due to any 
foul play, the only doubtful point being 
in regard to the wound that was on the 
side of the head. 
The police have 


spent sonic time since the finding ot 
the body in looking up Mrs. Benton's 
whereabouts and companions before 
her death, but so far nothing has been 
found that would make the case sus- 
picious, and unless there is, there will 
be no inquest held.

THE NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Boston Referee Reviews its Workings 


for a Year In This Stats 


The Massachusetts bankruptcy law 


has caused much discussion since it 
went into effect a year or so asro, and 
opinions have differed as to the results 
and the fairness to 
creditors 
with 


which it worked. James M. Olmstead 
of Boston, one of the referees in bank- 
ruptcy for the county of Suffolk, and 
one of the best posted men in the sta# 
on the law, made an address on it 
Thursday night before the Boston cre- 
dit men's association, which will be of. 
a «rood deal of general interest. 


Mr. Olmstead gave a, very lucid and 


interesting analysis of the new law, 
which he considers the best, in Its main 
features, ever placed on our statute 
books. 


In defining the true object-of the le- 


gislation, the speaker said that there 
is a general impression that it makes 
thing? a little trf easy for the debtor. 
The chief feature of the new law. how- 
ever, is not the discharge of the debtor, 
but the equitable distribution pf as- 
sets. 


Under the nresent law the man who 


becomes trustee of a bankrupt in one 
state takes title to his property in 
whatsoever part of the country it may 
be found, thus obviating- the necessity 
of a separate receivership Hi different 
states. 


About the time the law was enacted 


by the last congress, Senator Lindsay 
stated, that in his opinion, this mea- 
sure is one of the most thoroughly anar 
lyzed pieces of legislation he had ever 
seen. To some it may seem as if tViii 


j characterization has not been 
fully 


" borre out by the actual workings of 


the law, but all thinking people must 
arl-mit that, even with its defects, it is 
•manifestly a great improvement over 
former conditions. 


Among its important advantages IB 


that of economy. The provision with 
regard to corporations, and especially 
that making possible the preservation 
of its good will, is an especially wise 
one. 


Mr Olmstead took up various other 


provisions of the law, jd went on to 
say that the new system has superior 
advantages over the old voluntary as- 
signment process, for the latter gives 
the creditor none of the safeguards to 
which he IB entitled. 


Concerning the matter of preferences, 


which has been much discussed in busi- 
ness and leg*,! circles, Mr. Olmstead 
took the ground that a-n innocent, pay- 
ment by a merchant does not constt- 
disseiit with the famous Fort Wayne 
tute a preference. "Be expressed his 
decision, and said that this (juestion is 
nov.- before the supreme court of the 
United States, and will orobably be de- 


I cided against the Fort 'Wayne judse. 


Even if it does not, the law will be 
amended in a manner to cover ur> the 
rt^ffft at the next session of congress. 


The majority of failures, he said, are 


undoubedly honest failures, and no law 
can be passed that will create property 
whoro it does not exist, or make dis- 
hr-nest men honest. The theory of conl 
gress in framing: this law was that a 
man who fails honestly shall be al- 
lowed to get on his feet again and be- 
come a, factor in the community and not 
become a public charge In the poor- 
house, or be obliged to do business in 
the name of his wife or throush an 
asent.
